p’ Italian Explorer Runs 
Into Disturbance Over 
German Territory on 


First Leg of Trip. 


WILL MAKE LONG 


STAY IN ARCTIC 


Dirigible Italia Will Fly. 
Over Territory on All 


Sides of Pole To Find 
Land. 


Berlin, April 15.—(?)—A thrilling 
battle against the elements was fought 
tonight by the dirigible Italia bearing 
General Umberto Nobile’s polar ex- 
pedition on the first leg of their jour- 
ney from Milan, Italy, to Stolp, Ger- 
many. 

The Italian explorer started out 
against the advice of German w®ather 
observers and for the first few hours 
of the trip made good time. Soon, 
however, the airship ran into an area 
of head winds and electric storms 
which cut her speed down to approxi- 
mately 25 miles an hour. Instead of 
reaching Stolp this evening, as Gen- 
eral Nobile had hoped, the big ship 
will do well to reach her hangar in 
Germany at 9 a. m. tomorrow. 

The troubles began soon after the 
Italia had passed over the Czecho-Slo- 

yvakian city of Brunn at 3:15 p. m. 
From that point she headed north over 
Silesia, bucking head winds. 

At 8 p. m. she was sighted over 


) Geliwitz, 300 miles from her destina- 


tion. 

Next the dirigible was caught in a 
series of violent thunderstorms. The 
navigators lost their bearings and ap- 


- parently drifted westward toward the 


mountainous Glatz region. At this 
stage of the journey General Nobile 
sent a radio message to the Linden- 
berg observatory near Berlin, asking 
whether he had better make an inter- 
mediate landing or return to Milan 
and await better weather. 
Has Many in Party. 

The observatory advised that he try 

to get across the River Oder where 
meteorological conditions were more 
fuvorable. The general did this and 
reappeared over Gleiwitz about 11 p.: 
m. His rocket signals at that time 
were understood to mean that he wish- 
ed to land, but after maneuvering for 
half an hour over. the -Gleiwitz flying 
field, where hasty preparations were 
made to receive the vessel, General 
Nobile signalled he had found his bear- 
ings again and would continue the 
flight. 
»'‘I'wo and a half hours later’ the 
Italia was over Breslau, 70 miles from 
Gleiwitz, ber speed thus was again ap- 
proaching 25 miles an hour. 

With the departure of the dirigible 
“Italia” on the first leg of the long 
journey and the vessel “Cita Di 


lilano” at anchor in Kings Bay, the} 


second polar expedition of General 
Uniberto Nobile is actually under way. 

Beside all those who participated in 
the expedition of two years ago when 
Nobile went to the pole with Raold 
Amundsen and Lincoln Ellsworth, in 
the dirigible “Norge,” there is a large 
tsaff of scientists, officers, mechanics, 
sailors and soldiers of the Alpine 
Guards, amounting altogether to 200 
persons in the present venture. 

A very important member of the ex- 
pedition is “Titina” the small mongrel 
dog mascot who remained constantly 
by General Nobile’s side when he steer- 
ed the Norge toward the pole and since 
has remained his inseparable compan- 


ion. 
. To Seek Land. 

Nobile has made arrangements to 
ey in the polar region for the re- 
mainder of spring and the larger part 
of summer. His base will be King’s 
Bay where the ship “Citta Di Milano” 
will represent the headquarters of his 
explorations, which will be numerous. 
They will diverge from King’s Bay in 
various directions, taking the form of 
a far, He does not know how many 
times he will fly from King’s Bay and 
what distance he will reach each time, 
as it will depend to a certain extent 
on atmospheric conditions. But he 
has planned to touch the north pole 
ain, probably returning there on 
ay 12, thus celebrating the second 
anniversary of his first attainment of 
that point. One of his flights wilh 
have for its object to ascertain wheth- 
er there is more land on either side 
of the route followed by Peary in his

His throat slashed by an unknown 
assailant, Bill Lynn, 25, of Crooked 
road, employee of a local provision 
company, late Sunday night lay dying 
at Grady hospital, while county police 
worked furiously to uncover the iden- 
tity of the mysterious attacker. His 
wife, Mrs. Odie Lynn, 23, and Ed 
Couch, railroad engineer, of Birming-

The operator of the small car, iden- 
tity unknown, told Officer Cates that 
he was passing the Lynn residence 
when Lynn, his throat bleeding pro- 
fusely, came running out and asked 
him to take him to the hospital. . 
Woman’s Story. 
According to Mrs, Lynn, her hus- 
band came home late Sunday after- 
noon in a drunken condition and be- 
gan to abuse her and their 4-year- 
old son, William. She said that he 
prodnueed a gun and asked her for 
cartridges. She refused, she said, and 
then Lynn went to Couch’s room and 
told him to get out of the, house. 
Couch asked him what was the mat- 
ter, she said, and then her husband 
told the engineer to go on back to 
sleep. 
She said Lynn then grabbed her 
around the neck and began choking 
her. Turning her loose, he_ then 
smashed her in the face with the 
butt of the pistol, she said, knocking 
her unconscious and breaking her 
nose.

West Plains, Mo., April 15.—())— 
After untiring rescue workers had all 
but abandoned hope of recovering more 
of the victims of a dance hall explosion 
and fire here Friday night, the fortieth 
body was found today. 


The body was believed to be that of 


a stranger who had not been listed 
among the missing. 
caught in a cafe in an adjoining build- 


ing of this body, along with the dis- 
membered parts of another corpse late 
yesterday, raised the total from 38. 
Meanwhile, this little Ozark city 
today paid final homage to three of 
the victims caught when the explosion. 
which is still unexplained, turned 


death. Tomorrow, still other funerals 
are planned and on Tuesday the un- 
identified dead will be . «ried. 

As the coroner’s jury marked time, 
amassing evidence and waiting for re- 
covery of the injured to permit them 
to testify at resumption of the inquest 
Wednesday, rumors as to the possible 
cause of the explosion continued to 
spread. 

Charles R.. Bohrer, jury foreman, 
who has been making an extended in- 
vestigation, was not willing to say 
definitely that the blast was not 
caused from gasoline fumes, as at first 
believed, but said this seemed improb- 
able to him. 

While one of the witnesses at the 
inquest reported smelling . gasoline 
fumes, those of the dancers who es- 
caped death said they had smelled no 
gas. Bohrer contended a_ sufficient 
quantity of gas to cause such a ter- 
rific blast would have been detected 
by others in the dance hall, which was 
above a garage. : 
Phe foreman. thought that with the 
cleaning of debris from the garage 
floor there might be opportunity to 
find explosion marks to indicate wheth- 
er or not a charge of dynamite would 
have been responsible for-the disaster. 
He added there was no evidence to 
indicate that any one had a motive in 
setting off such a charge. 

. W. Weiser, proprietor of the ga- 
rage, apparently had just entered the 

lace when the explosion occurred. 
His body was found near a door, It 
is not known why he came to the ga- 
rage as he seldom worked at night. 
His widow said he had not been at 
home since 4 p. m. 

Crowds of curious spectators circled 
the ruins today to watch the workers 
as they turned every bit of stone and 
brick in a final effort to find’ the 
bodies of other possible victims, 

With forty bodies, identified and 
unidentified, and twenty seriously in- 
jured and four slightly injured, sixty- 
two of those who attended the dance 
have been accounted for. Two of the 
dead were caught in adjoining build- 
ings. 

Dr. E. E. Hogan, of the Christa 
Hogan hospital, where the seriously 
injured are being cared for, reported 
little change in their condition today. 
Slight hope is held for the recovery of 
four. They are Mrs. W. M. Pritchett, 
Mrs. Garrett McBride, H. C. Allen 
and Elbert White.

so widely distributed this is not as 
serious as it appears, though it is be- 
lieved that the market will settle down 
soon to a normal pace.

ONCE REFUSED

Washington, April 15.—(@)—fFor 
the first time since congress evinced 
interest in the Teapot Dome oil lease, 
Harry F. Sinclair tomorrow will be- 
gin to unfold his side of the deal when 
his attorneys lay before the jury try- 
ing him for conspiracy testimony he 
hopes will show he committed no un- 
lawful act in securing the naval re- 
serve. 

The government charged that Sin- 
clair was given the lease by former 
Secretary of the Interior Albert B. 
Fall in exchange for $233,000 in 


Liberty bonds, The indictment alleges’ 


that Sinclair and Fall “and other 
persons unknown to the grand jury” 
conspired to defraud the government. 


In civil trials which finally result- 
ed in the government recovering the 
reserve, Sinclair and Fali did not 
take the stand. Fall was summoned 
as a government witness but was not 
called. In the trial of Fall and Sin- 
clair last October, defense testimony 
was not reached as Justice Frederick 
L. Siddons declared a mistrial when 
it was found Burns detectives were 
shadowing the jury. 

The defense plans to open its case 
by calling Rear Admiral John K. 
Robison, retired, who previously had 
testified that he had approved a plan 
of leasing Sinclair to that which Fall 
adopted in awarding the reserve to 
Sinclair, The plan is to go in to the 
fears of navy officials over drain- 
age of Teapot as exhaustively as Jus 
tice Jennings Bailey, who is presid- 
ing, will permit.

: 12 DIFFERENT ARMIES READY FOR FRAY i 


Of Warfare in China

Pekin, April 15.—Spring is urg- 

ing a score or more Chinese armies 
into movement again, sending them 
afield to harvest the 1928 crop from 
the many years’ sowing of the dragon’s 
teeth. Winter rumors of peace have 
given way to boasts of coming yvic- 
tories. The first skirmishes have be- 


gun. 

A cursory glance at the confused 
map of China gives the impression 
that the battle now joined is very 
onesided. The Sun-Flag ‘of the 
Kuomintang, the party of the revo- 
lution which has sworn to unify China 
under its rule, flies in 16 of the 18 
provinces of China proper; “on to 
Peking,” is the slogan of foes that 
threaten the old capital from all sides 
except the sea and the north. On 
the map it appears that the tough 
old ex-bandit, the dictator of Pekin, 
Marshal Chang Tso-Lin, has been 
pressed back into a small curner of 
the country with his back to the 
wall—the Great Wall of China. 

This impression is a_ superficial 
view of the situation. True, the 
northern dictator is on the defensive. 
Even his most hopeful adherents fore- 
east little more than success in hold- 
ing his own, at most reclamation of 
the ground lost in 1927 north of the 
Yangtze. A year ago the line between 
north and south was that great river. 
Today it is 300 miles farther north, 
roughly the course of the Yellow 
river. 

The hard hitten war lord of Man- 
churia and Pekin has many advan- 
tages, however. He has interior lines 
of communication. His forces are 
under relatively unified command. His 


— 


enemies form at best a loose ‘military 
confederation and while all aim at 
the prize of Pekin, their motives 
are ynrious and each distrusts the 
ambitions of the others once Pekin is 
gained. - 
Symbol of Revolution. 

Although the Kuomintang flag is 
the symboi of revolution and thuse 
who fight under it have sworn to 
wipe out the “medieval feudalism” 
which rules the north, it is the con- 
sensus of impartial observers that the 
revolutionary ardor that inspired the 
first nationalist armies in their on- 


set from the far south to the Yellow 
river has largely been dissipated. 
Incidentally the 1928 campaigns 
promise to be all-Chinese, without the 
foreign complications of 1927: The 
nationalists have driven out their 
bolshevist Russian advisors and 
friends, and although Feng Yu-Hsiang 
is believed to be still in communica- 
tion with Moscow there is no 1028 
counterpart of Michael Borodin, the 
Russian political advisor, nor of Gen- 
eral Galen, the strategical expert who 
planned the moves of the nationalist 
armies, _ 
_ Moreover anti-foreignism no longer 
is an actuating force in the revolu- 
tionary ranks. North and south alike. 
Palthough pledged to eradicate the spe- 
cial privileges of foreigners in China, 
are loudly proclaiming their anxiety 
to protect foreigners. A_ repetition 
of the Nanking incident of March 24, 
1927, is believed by well informed au- 
thorities to be out of the question. 
Active hostility to Chang 'I'so-lin is 
confined to those pravinces adincent 
to his own realm. The “On to Pekin !”’

FOR COTTON PORT 


City Calls on Senators To 
Prevent Change of Sta- 
tus as New York Deliv- 
ery Port. — 


Savannah, Ga., April 15.—(#)—Ap- 
prehension that some other place than 
Savannah, despite this city’s right to 
it “from every standpoint of com- 
merce, economics and fairness,” will 
be designated as the point for south- 
ern delivery on New York’s cotton 
contracts, was expressed in a com- 
munication to Senator Harris, of 
Georgia, drawn up~at a special meet- 
ing yesterday of the Savannah cotton 
exchange directors. The communica- 
tion requests that Senator Harris use 
his influence to prevent that event- 
uality and the influence of Senator 
George and Representative Edwards 
also has been asked. The directors 


wrote as follows: 

“At a meeting of the board of di- 
rectors of the Savannah cotton ex- 
change held today, it was decided to 
write you as follows: — 

“It is the’ opinion of the cotton 
trade that southern delivery on New 
York contracts will be established ih 
the near future either through an act 
of congress or by voluntary action on 
the part of the New York cotton ex- 
change. 

“If any points in the south At- 
lantic are designated for southern de- 
livery, Savannah is entitled io such 
designation.” 

Is Biggest Market. : 

“As you are aware, Savannah is 
one of the ten spot markets, whose 
quotations control the differences for 
delivery on New York contracts. 

“Savannah is the only market in 
Georgia, or on the Atlantic coast, 
that has provided for certification on 
New York contract, and many thou- 
sands of bales have already been cer- 
tificated on New York contract dur- 
ing past seasons. 

‘Savannah is the largest spot 
market east of New Orleans. 

“Savannah has been recommended 
as one of the points for southern de- 
livery, in every report made by com- 
mittees of the New York cotton ex- 
change, appointed to investigate the 
matter of southern delivery. 

“Savannah has been recommended 
for designation in a report made by 
the Federal Trade commission. 

“Savannah's importance as a cot- 
ton market is so overwhelmingly su- 
perior to that of any other market 
east of New Orleans that it is not 
opea to question. 

No Legal Obstacle. 

“Evidently acting ou inside in- 
formation, the South Carolina legis- 
lature has passed an act which re- 
moves any legal difficulty in the way 
of the designation of Charleston as 
a point. for southern delivery of con- 
tracts.

cry is unheeded in Kweichow, Yunan

Kwangtung and Kwangsi in the 
south, the original home of national- 
ism, give little support to the war 
plans of Nanking. the present na- 
tionalist capital, while the central 
provinces are controlled by national- 
ist generals who give only lip alle- 
giance to Napking and are hostile to 
General Chiang Kai-shek, the Nanking 
generalissimo. The active enemies of 
Pekin are General Chiang, with four 
provinces in effective support (Kiang- 
su, Anhui, Chekiang, Fukien); Mar- 
shal Feng Yu-hsiang. based on three 
provinces (Honan, Shensi, Nansu), 
and General Yen Hsi-shan in Shansi. 

Chiang and Feng have held widely 
advertised military conferences at 
which Yen was represented. ‘There- 
after these war lords announced they 
had forme# a common plan of cam- 
paign, be: remgins to be seen how 
it work. iiang opposes the ankuo- 
chun, or erthern military alliance, 
along the front of southern Shan- 
tung. Fenzg’s army, the kuominchun, 
faces the northerners on the Honan- 
Shantung border and the southern 
frontier of Chihli, the Shansi army 
has two fronts, one in southwestern 
Chihli, where the railway from Tai- 
yuanfu, the Shansiji capital, joins the 
Pekin-Hankow trunk line, and in the 
north of its own province, where the 
Mancburians have penetrated to the 
line of the Great Wall. 

Ambitious Plans. 

Chiang Kai-shek has ambitious 
plans for the “northern punitive ex- 
pedition,” which Nanling boasts will 
reach Pekin. befere summer. He 
claims the support of all provinces 
but the two left to Pekin, Chihli and 
Shantung. but in reality the revenues 
of only two provinces, Kiangsu and 
Chekiang, reach his war chest direct- 
ly. He ean not count much on 
Kiangsi, where General Chu Pei-teh 
has founded a quasi-independent feud- 
al barony of his own, nor on Kwang- 
tung, Kwangsi. Hunan and , Hupeh, 
where nationalist leaders hostile to 
him, known as the Kwangsi clique, 
are in the saddle. Although Feng 
and Yen are nominally kuomingtang 
members and hold commissions from 
Nanking. the tenacity of their alli- 
ance has yet to be tested. 

Feng Yu-hsiang, two years ago 
himself dictator of Pekin, is Chang 
T'so-lin’s most feared and best hated 
enemy. Although he has only three 
of the poorest and most war-scourged 
provinces from which to draw his re- 
sources, he has rebuilt an efficient 
fighting machine and is a commander 
of such energy and politician of such 
cunning that Pekin considers him its 
most formidable foe. Most compe- 
tent observers believe that if Pekin 
changes hands this year its new mas- 
ter will be Feng, not <he nationalist 
generalissimo. 

Yen Hso-shan, for fifteen years 
the peace-loving “model governor” of 
Shansi, pocketed on the east and north 
by the Manchurians and on the south 
and west by his doubtful ally, Feng, is 
not believed in Peking to be a serious 
military threat. 

Military Dictation. 

Chang Tso-Lin rules at Peking as 
avowed military dictator. He makes 
no pretenses to a popular or consti- 
tutional basis for his power; it rests 
solesly on his armies, The cabinet 
draws its authority from and is re- 
sponsible to him alone. His forces 
consist of his own Manchurian armies, 
which hold all but the Shantung front, 
and his allies, Marshals Sun Shuyan- 
Fang and Chang Tsung-Chang, who 
are at grips with Ciang and Feng no 
south and southwest Shantung, Sun 
has a small, but seasoned and dis- 
ciplined army. Chang Tsung-Chang, 
und Chihli, 
commands the larger but i}t-disciplined 
Chihli-Shantung allied armies. 

Frem Manchuria the Peking dicta- 
tor draws most of his fighting men 
and sinews of war, and on these he 
must depend when the real test comes, 
for Chang Tsung-Chang’s assistance 
is a doubtful -asset. The dictator's 
field commanders are his eldest son, 
Chang Houeh-Liang, known as the 
“young general.” the governors of the 
Manchurian provinces and the “Tartar 
generals” of the special administrative 
areas north. of the Great Wall.

ELECTRIFYING THE FARMS. 

The average person, who does 
not make a study of the situation, 
does not pretend to realize the rapid 
progress that farm eléctrification is 
making. That is especially true in 
the southeast where there has been 
such rapid development of hydro- 
electric powér in the past few years. 

The statement is made in a piece 
of literature just issued by Fenner 
& Béane in New Orleans that 6,- 
000 farm families in Alabama have 
installed electricity in their homes 
this yéar—that is, installed good 
lights in the place of bad, small 
motors in the place of hand labor. 
Churns are now turned by motors. 
Power saws instead of inefficient 
and broken backs now provide thé 
wood for the kitchen stoves. Small 
motors and pumps automatically 
drain the low places .on the farm. 
The samé equipment supplies run- 
ning water in the homes, stables 
and barns. 

One farm development invariably 

is responsible for another.» Good 
roads, automobiles, telephones, hy- 
dro-electricity all open the way 
to farm comfort. They take away 
from the term “rural” the isolation 
shat once enshrouded it. 
The day is not far distant when 
the dream of the home-crafter—self- 
supporting homes on the land for 
city workérs—is rapidly coming 
true. Frésh air, space, shade, flow- 
ers and all the comforts of city, 
without noisé or turmoil, will give 
the ideals of life to the rural dweller 
who will be provident and progres- 
sive. Electrifying the farm homes of 
the southéast is bringing about rap- 
idly these ideal conditions. 


_ 
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ANOTHER BIG MONEY CROP. 
The announcement that Ellis 
Gattis, 15-year-old Lee county boy, 
had beén awardéd a $100 prize by 
the Albany Chamber of Commerce 
as the champion peanut grower of 
that sectiOn, accentuates the fact 
that peanuts now are a close rival 
of tobacco as one of south Geor- 
gia’s money crops. 

The Lee county youth led in 
peanut production on a fivé-acre 
tract for the counties of Dougherty, 
Lee and Baker. He _ produced 
10,092 pounds, or an average of 
2,018 pounds an acre. 

More than 300,000 acres of 
south Georgia térritory on the 
A. B. & C. railroad alone is de- 
voted to the peanut crop, with a 
total value last year of $8,596,000. 

Peanuts are easily grown and 
produce rapid and cheap pork, so 
that this crop has become a main 
depéndence of all of Georgia’s hog 
producers. The crop is also in 
brisk demand by oil mills which 
extract a high grade of oil from the 
nuts and sell thé shells for polishing 
tin plates. The confectioners also 
use a heavy supply of them. It is 
a thoroughly staple crop, providing 
hay as well as nuts, and is a highly 
profitable money crop at prevailing 
prices.

Clay. 

The occasion was duly celebrated 

with appropriate exercises by his native 
state, Virginia, and his adopted state, 
Kentucky, and in other states where 
Kentucky clubs exist. 
' Here attempts were made to por- 
tray the extraordinary personality of 
this foremost American and to review 
his efforts to promote the interests of 
this country at a time when this na- 
tion was young and unstable and. be- 
set with fves within and without 
and was really but an experiment with 
no assurance that the nation would be 
permanent. 


But to the truly great, monuments 
and memorials,are superfluous, except 
as they prove an incentive to future 
generations to follow the example of 
the one thus memorialized. Heny 
Clay's place in history is assured, his 
services to his eountry and his burn- 
ing patriotic addresses in government 
halls have made his influence perma- 
nent. <As is often the case, when one 
becomes renowned, his admirers im- 
mediately try to trace his ancestry 
back to fhe “ranks” in the “old coun- 
try” and Clay was no exception,. 
but there seems to be a difference of 
opinion between genealogists as. to the 
lineage of this “great son.” How- 
ever, judging from his distinct Irish 
characteristics it would not seem ‘n- 
credible .to accept the opinion that 
the Clay family of America was one 
and the same as the Cleigh family, 
farmers of Londondery county, Derry, 
Ireland. 

Personally Henry Clay was not in- 
terested in ancestral tables preferring 
rather to be an ancestor than a de- 
scendant. 3 

His father, John: Clay, of Hanover 
county, Virignia, was a Baptist cler- 
gyman with a wide reputation as an 
eloquent. préacher, and his ‘mother was 


[a woman of sterling character, and. 


vigorous intellect, and by her pru- 
dence, economy, energy, was able to 
rear her children tm comfort and io 


cratic party, whose principles at that

_ Her husband died when Henry was 
four years old, leaving seven small 
children. She later married Captain 
Henry Watkins, of Richmond, Va., a 
worthy man, and six more children 
were added to the family. 


Records would seem to prove that 
Henry’s stepfather proved an _ idea] 
father. Henry Clay always cherish- 
ed a tender affection and reverence | 
for his good mother's memory,” and 
frequently expressed his appreciation 
of the early advantages and training | 
that she had _ provided. 

At this perted educational oppor- | 
tunities were meager, and properly 
organized schools, competent instrue- 
tors, books and libraries were few, 
but his mind was free to develop its 
growth through the force of its own 
innate energies. A_ considerable por- 
tion of his time had to be devoted 
to farm duties which early familiar- 
ized him with the stern realities of 
lite. But he triumphed over all ob- 
stacles, and developed a master mind, | 
an imperial spirit and an unyieldin 
strength of character that coul 
withstand violent opposition, all of 
which characterized his future dis- 
tinguished career. 

At the age of 15, his stepfather 
obtained for Henry a position as as- 
sistant to the clerk of Virginia high 
eourt of chancery which placed him 
under the influence of Chancellor 
George Wythe, who had taught 
Thomas Jefferson and John Marshall. 

His amiable disposition, splendid 
habits, industry and striking displays 
of intelligence and honor, attracted 
the attention of Chancellor Wythe,

Most intelligent persons now know 
that the presence of diphtheria germs 
in one’s throat or nose does not prore 
that one is ill of diphtheria.

“carriers.” Evidently one may harbor 
(_lisease germs on a mucous surface 
without suffering from infection—that 
is, the germs may not enter the tis- 
sues at all, to set up infection. But 
very few laymen and too few physi- 
cians hear this fact. in mind when 
thinking of infection; far too much 
misdirected “sanitary precaution” and 
cammercially inspired “personal hy- 
griene” grows out of this common mis- 
understandine. The very idea of dis- 
ease germs “lurking’ and the wavs 
and menns the gullible housewife 
adopts to deal with them, is an in- 


stance,

tor. Here he acquired a knowledge 
of the profession of law. 

The year 1797 seems to have been 
wholly devoted to the study of this 
profession. He applied himself dili- 
gentiv, and at the close of the year 
the Virginia court of appeals licensed 
him to practice law. To be deemed 
worthy of such honor in so short a 
time by a bar distinguished for its 
ability, is evidence of his extraor- 
dinary genius. 

At 21 Clay emigrated to Lexington, 
Ky., where the bar was famed for its 
talent numbering among its mem- 
bers some of the most brilliant law- 
yers that have ever adorned the le- 
gal profession of America, according 
to Collins’ history. 

As to his reception at Lexington 
and his success, he expressed it in 
these words, “I immediately rushed 
into a lucrative practice.” 

Several factors entered into this 
epeedy success—his unusual oratorical 
genius, his youth, and the period in 
which he entered Kentucky. His ora- 
tory held his hearers captive as. he 
handled criminal cases. Historians 
record this period in Kentucky as one 
when a large portion of ‘litigation 
grew out of the unsettled tenure in 
which most of the lands in this coun- 
try were held. The contests arising 
out of complicity claims had built 
up a system of land law—remarkable 
for its intricacy and complexity— 
adapted to the exigencies of the coun- 
try and having its origin in the neces- 
sities of the time. It was remark- 
able for its Jogical consistency and 
sound principle. 

Kentueky at that time could boast 
some of the most profound, acute and 
subtle lawyers in the world. and it is 
no slight tribute to the talents and 
acquirements of Henry Clay to place 
him first among those strong and 
deeply learned men of the bar. 


Another factor that no doub stimu- 


lated this great man's early interest | 


in politics was the strong anc. violent 
contests between the old federal and 
the democratic parties. Clay joined 
the ranks of the Jeffersonian or demo- 
time were in actord with his senti- 
ments. 

He was elected to the legislature 
from Favette county in 1803. serving 
until 1806. when he was elected to 
the United States senate to finish 
out the nnexpired term of General 
Adair. This service completed, Clay 
returned to the practice c: law in 
Kentucky. 

The next election he was returned 


to the legislature as representative of | Y 


Favette county where he continued! 
until 1809, when he resigned to re- 
turn to the United States senate for 
two vears to fill out the vacancy or- 
cationed by the resignation of Mr 
Thruston. Dyring this term in Wash- 
ington he advocated the annexation of 
Canada and denounced the United 
States bank. 

The vear 1811 he was elected to the 
house‘of representatives of the United 


In 1815 he was reelected. During 
this servire he was sent to Europe as 
one of the commissioners to negotiate 
a treaty of peace with Great Britnin. 
It was at this time, according to his- 
tofians. that Clav’s career as a world- 
wide statesman began. 

Just .s soon as he was xeated in 
congress: he filled the speaker's. chair 
in the house. He was made speaker 
of the house durine the Madison ad- 
ministration in 1816. Clay presided 
over the twelfth and thirteenth con- 
gresses. 


He was secretary of state in John{ 


Quincy Adams’ cabinet. 

He was candidate for president of 
the United States against John Quin- 
ey Adams in 1824. but was defeated.

goal he so much craved is difficult if 
not impossible to understand consid- 
ering his popularity and power as a 
politician, but, whatever the cause, he 
played the game squarely and accept- 
ed his defeats as a good sportsman. 
Defeat could not drive him to despair 
nor. could reverses crush his spirit. 
He may have seemed inconsistent at 
times, but a change of mind to meet 
changed conditions implies greatness. 

In the true tests of ‘character— 
man’s attitude toward his fellowmen 
—Henry Clay always measured up to 
the test. 


He entertained no false sense of 
modesty; bowed te no one and ad- 
mitted no superiority. He desired in- 
‘fluential position im his nation be- 
cause he recognized in such a more 
far-reaching power for good. He re- 
fused ambassadorships, judgeships 
and cabinet seats several times, 


One's .character cannot be measur- 
ed by one. or séveral individual acts 
of life or by several failures or suc- 
céstes but by the whole career. 


Henry Clay fed the hungry, cloth- 
ed the naked, visited the prisoner and 
opened the bars to many, and re- 
sponded to any application for char- 
ity made to him. hile many regard- 
ed the slaves as chattels, Clay de- 
fended the slave without “hesitation 
or compensation,” as recorded by Jo- 
seph H. Rogers, a biographer of Clay. 

Such virtues outweighed any seem- 
ing failures in his public life. The 
presidency could not have added any 
glory to Clay who said “he had. rather 
be right than president.” He sowed 
the first seeds of true democracy when 
he encouraged the masses to think 
and reason for themselves on all pub- 
lic questions. 

He gave most of his life from 
enra@ to his death to public life. 
He. with many others of that period, 
lived in constant dread that the union 
would be broken up, so he constantly. 
heroicly fonght any measure that 
seemed to him to provoke such dis- 
aster. Clay said “he knew’no north 
or sonth or east or west.’ 

Viewed in this light it is easy to 
understand why he advocated such 
measures as the annexation of Can- 
ada, war with Great Britain,» the 
supptession of Indian hostilities on 
the border—supposed to be the result 
of English intrigue—and his plea to 
abolish slavery, gradually. 

He recognized in. this infant nation 
creat possibilities, if the union could 

preserved and become properly 
governed. :

HARD-HEADED NYE 
EFUSES APOLOGY 


New York, April 15.—®)—Reope n- 
ing his controversy with Governor wi 
fred K. Smith, growing out of the 
recent. oil debate, Senator Nye, of 
North Dakota, chairman of the sen- 
ate Teapot Domes committee, declared 
here tonight that he could not “in 
good *conscienee” grant the New York 
executives demand for an apology. 

“In the first place, 1 cannot apol- 
ogize for doing a thing this shows 
clearly 1 did not do,” the North Da- 
kota reptblican senator said in an 
address at the Community church 
here. 

“| amveure that I owe no apology 
for there having developed facts 
showing that there was basis and jus- 
tification for ihe information in my 
hands which was responsible for the 
statement of my ‘understanding mate 
on the floor of the senate to which 
the governdr so strenuously objected. 

‘That statement of understanding 
in effect was that Governor Smith 
had been a beneficiary of Harry F. 
Sinclair contributions and that Smith 
had appointed Sinclair a member of 
his otficial family. Yhe governor's 
denial of there being a. basis for such 
an understanding is not substantiated 
by the information now available 
about Sinelair’s contributions to New 
York democratic committees whieh in- 
formation has not yet been challenged, 

“As it now appears, instead of mie 
representing the facts in that senate 
debate, I understated them. Certain- 
ly 1 owe no apology for that, nor 
can I bring myself to see the occasion 
for apologizing for this correspond- 
ence and its attendant publicity dis- 
closing that the overnor of . New 
York, Alfred Smith, retained Mr. Sin- 
clair in his official family during 
the very time when he declared that 
he, the governor, was out on 
‘stump’ and speaking agaiust the scan- 
dals in 1924. but his indignation over 
what the oil crowd done must have 
been exceedingly great to have caused 
him to retain Sinelair im his family 
while he was scoring the things that 
Sinclair had done.”

The Citta Di.Milano is considered a 
sen veteran, already having had an 
existence of 23 years, eight of which 
were employed in laying cables _ be- 
tween Italy and her colonies in the 
Mediterranean, the Red sea and the 
Indian ocean. It is about 300 feet 
long, nearly 40 feet wide and has a 
tonnage of 5.800. There are two en- 
gines of 2,400 horsepower capabie of 
a speed of from eight to ten miles per 
hour. A «ystem of radiators will give 
a springlike temperature throughout 
the ship, while additional prot age 
against the cold will be afforded 
generous supply of sheepskins and the 
reindeer skins. Water will he pro- 
duced in three large tanks, where the 
ice will be dissolved: by vapor. All 
the inside parts of the vessel, but espe- 
cially the pipes, are covered with lay- 
ers of wood and cork.

RAILROADS MAKE 
EFFICIENCY RECORD 
DURING PAST YEAR 


Statistics so far complied show that 
railroads made a fine record for ‘eft- 
ciency last year, notwithstanding 


floods in two sections of the country 
and a decline in traffic and revenues, 
it was announced in a statement by 
railway executives here Saturday. Net 
incomes were lower by 12 per cx it, 
and operating revenues decreased ¢ 
per cent, while expenses decreased 
only 2 per cent and wages 1, the 
statement showed. 

The net retnrn of the railways of 
the country was at the average rate 
of 4.4 per cent, a return ‘on invest- 
ment which none of those who have 
sought by legislation to em arrass t.»> 
roads would care to accept, the execu- 
tives said. 

“Transportation service was never 
better in the history of the country. 
due to efficiency in management and 
in all the operating departments,” con- 
tinues the statement. “In the five 
years since the .roads were returned 
to private management hy the govern- 
ment, about four billions of new cap- 
ital has been put into the properties 
for trackage extension, new equipment 
and shop facilities and to make good 
the decline in the war period.” 

The executives pointed out that 
management and employees have bent 
every effort to make the service ade- 
quate to the country’s requirements. 
It was estimated that the rapidity of 
freight transportation is now from 
30 to 40 per cent greater than at 
the close of the war, and the passen- 
ger service has been greatly improved 
and is all that the traveling public 
could expect.

and later spreading to Europe. 


As early as 356-323 B. C. Alexan- 
der the Great brought to Europe 
knowledge of silk culture, but this 
seems to have been lost. However, 
silk was first WORN in Rome about 
61-44 B. C. during the reign of 
Julius Caesar. It sold for its weight 
in gold. In 536 A. D. Justinian had 
the process of silk manufacture in- 
troduced jnto Constantinople. Two 
Persian monks brought silkworm eggs 
and white mulberry seed in hollow 
staves. This there originated the 
Byzantine Silk, which soon became 
very famous. 

>y the tenth and eleventh centuries 
the output of silk in Spain and Sicily 
was very large. Then Italy began to 
produce a large output. In _ the 
twelfth century the European silk in- 
dustry had (ts center in Venice—

was begun in the thirteenth century. 
though it did not flourish until the 
sixteenth. century. 


Cortez brought worms and seed to 
Mexico in 1531, and though both 
flourished, nothing ¢ came of the indus- 
try. In 1619 a shipment came to 
Virginia—which eventually failed, but 
gradually spread to other colonies. In 
1732 Georgia allotted land to settlers 
on condition that they plant 100 
white mulberry trees to every ten 
acres. A reeling establishment was 
founded at Savannah in 1750. The 
culture of silk in the South never did 
achieve its utmost because the pro- 
duction of cotton overshadowed it. 


By the middle of the eighteenth 
century Philadelphia had become an 
important silk center. 

During the Revolution; the indus- 
try languished. Renewed interest 
wus taken afterwards, however. In 
1785 a company was formed in Con- 
necticut for both the culture and man- 
ufacture of silk. American silk did 
not keep pace with beautiful Italian 
silk in smoothness of weave or color- 
ing. The-first silk mill in America 
was erected about 1810. In 1838 
power loom weaving began. New

George A. Gershon, prominent local 
merebant and viee ehairman of the 
drive, made the following statement in 
behalf of the U. P. A.: 

“The rebuikdimg of Palestine has 
become of utmost impertanee to the 
Jewish people. Every Jew who eon- 
siders himself a Jew must be 
ested in the sneeess of this tremendous 
task. The rebuilding of Palestine is 
not a matter for the Zionists alone; I 


am not a Zionist, and yet I feel that |

But, here it is: 

There would be 50 stations in the 
United States in class “C” with from 
5,000 to 50,000 watts of power, ten 
in each of the five zones, These 50 
stations would occupy 50 channels 
and have full time -on the air. This 
would mean that the 50 best stations 
in the country would be unrestricted 
in every sense. Their cleared chan- 
nels would prevent herterodyne inter- 
ference with other stations and their 
power would give them coast to coast 
listeners.- 

Then would come Class “B” which 
would be composed of Stations of 
from 300 to 1,000 watts ‘of power 
with 18 such stations in each of the 
five zones, a total of 90 stations in 
the country, all on full time. But 
only 36 channels would be reserved 
for these 90 stations, which is 2 1-2 
stations to a channel. It is expected 
that these stations would be separated 
by such distance that heterodyne in- 
terference would be reduced to a mini- 
mum. 

All other stations would be in Class 
“A” which would be for stations of 
2.500 watts and under. There would 
be four channels in each zone for 
this class and four channels in the 
nation. There would be 40. such 
stations in each zone and 200 in the 
country. ‘These stations would be of 
such local interest and low power that 
they would be suitable only for their 
immediate territory. Therefore such 
interference as they caused would not 
be noticeable to the nation at large 
and would be confined to four wave 
channels only. 

This schedule contemplates 340 
stations and 90 channels. As we 
have the 90 channels, we®#are fixed 
so far as this is concerned. But we 
have around 700 stations on the air 
or licensed to take the air. Therefore, 
there must be an elimination of some- 
where around 360 stations, slightly 
more than half of these in existence 
today. 

All the stations contemplated would 
be full-time stations. The resolution 
particularly voted against part-time 
stations as an economic fallacy. It 
admitted that placing stations on part 
time might be compulsory for the im- 
mediate future, but strongly recom- 
mended that it be discontinued as rap- 
idly as possible. 

For the southern zone, the third 
zone, this schedule would give us 10 
stations equal to any in the nation, 
with from 5,000 to 60,000 watts of 
power, 18 stations with from 300 to 
1,000 watts, and 40 stations of 250° 
and less watts. Quite an advance, 
}what? Also our ten Class “C” sta- 
tions would be untrammeled, our 18 
Class “B” stations would carry little 
interference and our 40 Class. “A” 
stations would adequately, we believe, 
care for their immediate territories.

Redistribution of broadcasting stations, wave lengths and power is 
shaping up rapidly, following passage by congress of the 1928 radio act.
